“DEAD BALL” RULE MAY 
HAVE TO BE CHANGED, 
SAYS JOHN 


NEW. YORK, April 28.—John Heyd- 
led, president of the National League, 
just back from a tour of the West- 
ern cities in the circuit, says that 


baseball interest in the West is 
keener than in the Hast, which is say- 
ing something when the big crowds 
they have turned out in New York 
and Brooklyn on the few fair days 
seen here are considered. Heydler 
says Chicago, Cincinnati and Pitts- 
burg are ball crazy and that 15,000 
turned out in Chicago to see a game 
played in a drizzle.

SENATE VOTES $464,891,000 
FOR NAVY WITHOUT DEBATE 


Measure Ready for Passage Today— 
New Base at San Francisco 
Provided for. 

By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, April \ 28 —Pass- 
ing on appropriations with record- 
breaking rapidity, the Senate late 


yesterday virtually completed consid- 
eration of the annual naval appro- 
priation bill. Within 80 minutes, and 
virtually without debate, appropria- 
tions of $464,891,000 were made, as 
compared to $424,500,000 authorized 
by the House. With the exception 
of one minor item, the bill was made 
ready for passage today. e 

There was no discussion whatever 
of the bill from the program for 
which appropriations were increased 
from $48,000,000 to $62,000,000, in 
order to expedite completion of the 
three-year program authorized in 
1916. 

As fast as the reading clerk could 
read the bill the Senate voted its ap- 
proval of items carrying millions of 
dollars, including an increase from 
the House appropriation of $15,876,- 
000 to $25,000,000 for naval aviation 
and an initial appropriation of $1,- 
000,000 for a new naval base on San 
Francisco bay. —

PEACE TREATY REVIVAL. : 


The revival by a group of Senators, including a 
number of Republicans, of the effort to ratify the 
treaty with reservations which would be acceptable 
to President Wilson is prompted undoubtedly on the 
Republican side by a realization of the position in 
which the Republican party may be placed should 
Senator Johnson continue to win success in the presi- 
dential primaries. 

Senator Johnson’s vote does not by any means 
indicate that a majority of the Republican voters 
do not want the peace treaty ratified, and stand with 
him in opposition to a League of Nations. His vote 
represents only a considerable fraction of the total. 
In the states where he has won, his lead is only a 
plurality, not a majority. But if he shall succeed 
in capturing the Chicago convention or controlling 
its action, he will force on the convention a plank 
flatly opposing ratification of the peace treajy in 


any form. 
On the other hand, should the Senator be rolled by 


irreconcilables, with the League of Nations as the 
chief issue. 

Leading Republicans who are not opposed to any 
League or to ratification on any terms, and who re- 
alize the strength of the League with many Repub- 
lican voters, see escape from the Johnson menace 
only in the ratification of the treaty. This action by 
the Senate would take the issue out of politics. 

No wonder that the Republican Senators who favor 
the League, and even the reactionary bosses, who fear 
Senator Johnson’s strength, are seizing upon the 
change from Hitchcock to Underwood in the Demo- 
cratic Senate leadership as an occasion to renew ne- 
gotiations for ratification. The motive is not the wel- 
fare of the country and of mankind, rather the wel- 
fare of party and personal advantage, but the move- 
ment is an improvement over that of the obstruction-¢ 
ists who were actuated by a similar motive, because 
the object is good and will serve both the country and 
the world. 

We indulge the hope that the movement will prove 
successful. Certainly, in the crisis facing civiliza- 
tion and in view of our own pressing necessity for 
peace and for domestic reconstruction, all the sup- 
porters of the peace covenant will get together on 
a reasonable ratification resolution. We indulge the 
further hope that for these great ends, as well as the 
completion of his great work, President Wilson will 
listen to reason and accept a fair compromise. The 
ratification of the treaty on fair terms would be an 
unmixed blessing.

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JUSTICE IN WAR AND PEAOE. 
The contrasts between the war and peace psychosis, 
as it affects the severity of penalties in our courts, is 
well illustrated in the recent case of a Missouri farm- 
er who was fined $100 for violation of the act of Feb. 
14, 1917, relating to threats against the life of the 
President. The act says: : : 
Any person who knowingly and willfully de- 
posits or causes to be deposited for conveyance 4n 
the mail * * * any letter, paper, writing, 
print, missive or document, containing any threat 
to take the life of or to inflict bodily harm upon 
the President of the United States, or who 
knowingly and willfully otherwise makes any 
such threat against the President, shall upon con- 
viction be fined not expeeding $1000, or impris- 
oned not exceeding fivé years, or both. 

The Missouri farmer is alleged to have declared 
that the President “ought to be shot” and that he 
would like to do it. It was language almost identical 
with that used in many other cases during the war 
where the penalty was invariably imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for the maximum number of years. 
Thus in a Texas case the defendant “wished the 

sident was in h-ll,”’ and added, “if I had the pow- 
ev I°i put him there.” In his charge to the jury the 
Judge, declaring this constituted a threat, went so 
far as to say that it was not necessary to show that 
the defendant desired to execute the threat, or that he 
had any ill-will toward the President. And on ap- 
peal the conviction was sustained. 

The Missouri case has been allowed to drag through 
the period of intense public feeling, incident to a 
state of flagrant hostilities, to the present time, when 
a distinct reaction has taken place. Instead of the 
former public intolerance toward violators of the war 
laws, there is now impatience with many of these

THE JEWISH STATE A REALITY. 
The San Remo conference of the victorious allies 
formally committed the destinies of Palestine to the 


m the motive to correct the 


British nation, an act expected ever since the con-|' 


clusion of the war. 
The present British Ministry is under pledge to 


establish a “Jewish homeland” in Palestine, and 
during the San Remo gathering gave definite assur- 
ances that the military government now ruling the 
country will soon be succeeded by a civilian govern- 
ment. 

A Jewish state in the land with which the Jews 
were identiffed in scriptural writings is, of course, 
a centuries-old dream. The modern movement, 
with that object in view, succeding many visionary 
projects of the sort extending over nearly 1900 years, 
dates from about 1896. Its reputed originator was 
Theodore Herzl, a Vienna author. He defined it in 
that year as a plan to secure a home by “public, 
legal right for those Jews who cannot or will not 
be assimilated by the country of their adoption.” 
“By limiting it to Jews who are not made welcome 
or are persecuted in the countries where they were 
living, and conditioning it on the co-operation of the 
Turkish authorities, Mr. 
rather violent objections and lent at least some qual- 
ity of practicability to the plan. Under the name of 


and during nearly a quarter of a century has been 
the subject of much thought and countless references 
in literature. 

Zionist congresses to organize effort began in 1897 
and continued annually for many years. The British 
Government once offered territory for an autono- 
mous Jewish state in East Africa, but nothing came 
of it. The soul of the movement was the hoped-for 
return to boundaries of Judea. 

The last Zionist congress prior to the opening of 
the great war met in 1913 in Vienna, where $100,000 
for a Jewish university in Palestine was subscribed. 
At that time the colonists in the Holy Land numbered 
100,000, of whom 15,000 were farmers, settled on 100,- 
000 acres of land. 

The beginning of the fighting in 1914 brought dif- 
ficulties that almost destroyed the movement, not 
the least of which was the fact that Zionist head- 


against which most of the countries with large popu- 
lations of prospective colonists were in arms. A pro- 
visional organization, with Justice Louis Brandeis at 
the head, was formed in the United States to look 
after the unfortunate Palestine settlers. 

No other change wrought by the convulsion will 
command greater interest than the founding of this 
new commonwealth, accepted as a fulfillment of 
ancient prophecy. It complies exactly, after 24 years, 
with the original Herzl definition. When has a con- 
ception of this magnitude and attractiveness been 
realized in a shorter period? Responsibility for suc- 
cess is taken by a great Power, which has always 
been sympathetic to the idea. 

The need for a home land has not lessened. The 
war has not softened prejudice in many parts of 
Europe. No small fraction of the 14,000,000 Jews in 
the world are still under social and other handicaps. 

One of the pleasures of future years will be to 
watch the growth of this new state, founded under 
circumstances that have no parallel in history, and 
the renewal of industry, prosperity and happiness in 
the desolate country that gave to the world its sacred 
books and its most sublime religious conceptions.

To cl. an oiled wood, remove the 
Surface dust with a soft brush, and 
wipe with an oiled cloth. The cloth 
should be kept clean and ré-oiled as 
often as necessary, but excess of oil 
Should be avoided. Oiled wood 
should not be cleaned with wafer.
